The First Spring Day. 

Sunday, March 21, according to the 
Christian calendar, was the first day 
of spring, which began at 1 :05 a. m. 
The beginning of spring is marked in 
the calendar as a period when the ver- 
nal equinox is opposite the autumnal 
eqtrtnox and the two together are op- 
posite the summer and winter solstac- 
es. In other words the equinoxes are 
the two times of the year when the 
days and night are of equal length and 
the soistaces are the times in winter 
when the days are the shortest and the 
nights are the longest; in summer the 
day is the longest and the night is 
shortest. On Sunday the sun rose at 
6:05 o’clock and set at 6:12 and during 
the remainder of this week will con- 
tinue to rise two minutes earlier and 
set one minute later each day. Spring 
will end on June 21, on the summeV 
solstace, lasting exactly ninety-two 
days, nineteen hours and fifty-two min- 
utes.

With the inauguration of Mr. Taft 
has again been demonstrated the ex- 
pediency of changing the date when 
the President takes office. To effect 
this a consiitutional amendment is re- 
quired. The process cf amending the 
Constitution is siow, and Congress will 
probably take the first step without 
further loss of time. Delay may again 
be fatal if prompt action is not taken 
while public attention is fixed on the 
matter, * 

March 4 did not become the date for 
the inauguration of President by pro- 
viison of the Cor.sutution. The Con- 
stitutional Convention merely recom- 
mended that “the United State in Con- 
gress assembled” determine the time. 
A resolution adopted by tiWt body 
Sept. 13, 1788, fixed “the first Wednes- 
day in March next” as the date. 

Instead of taking the oath of office 
on March.4, 1789, Washington postpon- 
ed the ceremony until April 30, hut ha 
recognized that by the four-year clause 
of the Constitution his first term as 
President ran out on March 4, and in 
1793 he took the oaih on that date. It 
was not until the twelfth amendment 
was declared in force, Sept. 28, 1804, 
that the “fourth day of March” was 
specifically named in the Constitution. 

No valid reason exists against 
amending the Constitution in it3 re- 
spect. Many sound reasons favor it. 
Before Mr. Taft’s term expires, in- 
auguraton day in 1913 should be moved 
to a more seasonable date.

Paris Girl Attacked by Highway* 
man. 

While returning from her work to 
her boarding house in Dayton.O., Miss 
Margaret Ewalt,ol Paris, was attacked 
by a highwayman, who attempted to 
seize her purse. Miss Ewalt is the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. J. H. Ewalt, 
of Paris, a handsome young lady end 
had only recently visited her parents in 
this city. The Dayton Journal, in re- 
porting the incident, has the following: 

“Miss Margaret Ewalt, aged 25 
years, head millinery designer at 
Growl’s, was grabbed by a man on 
West Third street about 6:30 o’clock 
Thursday night. 

“Miss Ewalt, whose home is in 
Paris. Ky., has been in Dayton for the 
past two years as a designer. Thurs- 
day evening she left the store at the 
usual time of closing, which is about 
5:30,going to a private boarding house, 
which is next door east of W. C. A., 
for supper. Having a letter to mail 
she returned to Tressler’s drug store 
in the Algonquin, purchased some 
stamps and posted the letter. 

“Crossing the street she waited in 
front of the Y. M. C. A. for a west- 
bound car. The motorman failed to 
respond to her signal, so she started to 
walk to her home, 522 West Third 
street. 

“After passing Perry street she 
noticed a man who seemed to be fol- 
lowing her, but she gave the matter no 
attention. At the alley, between Per- 
ry and Chestnut street.jast east of Che 
Standard club, he grabbed her in an 
endeavor to secure her purse. Miss 
Ewalt screamed and wrenched herself 
from the grip of the man. He ran 
north in the alley and disappeared in 
the darkness. 

“The screams of the young woman 
aroused the surrounding neighborhood 
and immediately the residents rushed 
to the scene of the encounter. Miss 
i Ewalt, who was prostrate from fright, 
i was taken into the home of Jud A. 
Brabac, where she rapidly recovered 
from the shock. 

“ ‘The man was white, of medium 
height and wore a light slouch hat and 
a sack coat. There was a little boy 
standing near when it occurred, but I 
do not know who he w as or what be- 
came of him,’ said Miss Ewalt to a 
Journal reporter.
